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IIKPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  SABBATH  OBSERVANCE. 


s  Missionary 


Your  Committee  regret  that  so  little  substantial  advancement  in  the 
liptter  observance  of  the  Habbatli  has  been  made  in  this  Province  since  tlie 
close  of  the  last  Conference.  There  is  still  wide-spread  desecration  of  the 
Holy  Day.  Passenger,  freight,  and  excursion  trains  continue  to  run.  There 
me  excursions  by  steam-boats  and  stage.s  ;  saloons,  cigar  and  fruit  stands, 
and  confectioneiy  shops  are  open  ;  various  games  are  played  ;  newspapers 
nvi'  published  ;  freight  is  landed  ;  Hshing  and  hunting  parties  are  organized 
— all  regardless  of  the  clain)S  of  the  Word  of  God,  or  the  feelings  of  the 
Uhristian  people  in  the  land. 

We  deeply  deplore  the  fact  that  our  Legislature  has  not  passed  any 
crt'ective  laws  by  which  this  open  and  continuous  profanation  of  the  Sab- 
liaih-doy  may  be  prevented,  and  we  hereby  submit  for  adoption  by  this 
Conference  the  following  resolutions  : 

1.  That  a  committee,  consisting  of  the  ministers  of  Vancouver,  East 
\'ancouver,  and  New  Westminister,  be  appointed,  to  draft  a  petition  f  r 
liroulation  among  our  people  throughout  the  Province,  setting  forth  our 
views  as  a  Church  in  reference  to  the  nature  and  observance  of  the  day, 
and  petitioning  for  direct  legislation  on  the  matter  at  the  next  session  of 
the  Local  Legislature. 

2.  That  a  sermon  be  preached  on  this  subject  by  all  our  ministers  in 
tliis  Conference  during  the  month  of  June.

5.  That  the  holding  of  public  funerals  on  this  day,  so  seriously  inter- 
fering with  the  stated  means  of  grace,  be  discouraged  among  us,  except  in 
cases  where  interment  cannot  be  postponed. 

(5.  That  we  bear  in  mind  the  Divine  injunction,  "  Remember  the  Sab- 

'>ath-day,  to  keep  it  holy ; "  and  that  we  seek  to  secure  united   action 

on  the  part  of  all  the  Churches  of  this  Province  in  securing  the  better

1.  That  we  have  much  pleasure  in  stating  that  there  has  been  a  marked 
increase  in  every  department  of  Sabbath-school  work,  except  in  the 
number  of  conversions,  and  in  the  number  who  have  taken  the  Total 
Abstinence  pledge. 

2.  Also,  that  there  has  Ijet-n  manifested  ;in  increased  interest  in  the 
Sabbath-school  literature  of  our  Church. 

3.  We  regret  that  so  small  a  precentage  of  the  scholars  are  instructed 
in  the  MethodijJ;  Catechism. 

4.  VV;  loplore  the  fact  that,  according  to  the  statistical  table  herewith 
submitted,  t'lere  must  be  many  of  our  people  scattered  throughout  the 
bounds  of  the  Conference  whose  children  have  no  SaV>bath-8chool ;  for 
while  the  number  of  preaching  places  is  99,  there  are  only  38  schools  in 
operation. 

5.  We  urged  upon  the  attention  of  the  Conference  the  advisability  of 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  Discipline  for  the  holding  of  District 
Sabbath-school  Conventions.

o.  (t.  T.,  and  the  W.  V.  T.  U.,  in  reaching  the  children  and  training  there 
ill  Christian  principles. 

.'{.  We  deplore  the  defeat  of  the  Moott  Act  in  so  many  places  in  the 
Kastern  Provinces,  yet  we  are  firmly  of  the  opinion,  that  there  is  not  a 
real  weakening  of  the  Temperance  movement,  but  a  conviction  manifested 
that  tho  non-enforcement  of  the  .Vet  in'tkes  necessary  a  general  ertbrt  for 
the  Total  Prohibition  of  the  liquor  tratlic  throughout  the  Dominion. 

■I  /ifno/rfify — That  we,  the  ministers  and  laity  of  the  Oonfert  ncp, 
solemnly  pledge  ourselves  to  oppDStt,  by  all  constitutional  methods,  any 
;,'overnnient,  political  partv,  or  individual  member  of  Parliament,  who 
shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  oppose   prohibitiory  legislation. 

5.  Jiesolred,  -That,  as  the  ultimate  power  of  the  people  to  influence 
tlie  Legislature,  is  found  in  the  ballot  box,  we  declare  our  purpose  Viy  the 
pulpit,  by  the  press,  and  by  every  legitimate  means,  to  inculcate  the  re- 
siionsiljility  of  all  Christian  men  and  good  citizens,  to  subordinate  political 
party  alliances,  to  the  great  work  of  securing  the  abolition  of  the  accursed 
liipior  traflic. 

G.  Your  (,'ommittee  deplore  the  way  in  which  the  Sabbath  is 
il<!secrated  through  the  drink  trallic,  and  would  urge  upon  the  licensing 
counnissioners  and  city  councils,  that  action  be  taken  to  close  the  saloons 
from  seven  o'clock  on  Saturday  night,  to  six  o'clock  on  Monday  morning, 
as  well  as  all  other  places  of  business. 

7.  We  would  also  call  the  attention  of  the  proper  authorities  to  the  way 
tiip  law  is  violated  by  the  steam-boats,  for  liquor  is  sold  at  the  landings,  for 
which  they  have  no  license,  and  great  trouble  and  annoyance  is  the  con- 
'O'quence,  :uid  we  strongly  urge  upon  thosi;  atitlnriiies,  that  more  stringent 
uieaus  be  taken  to  stop  tiiis  evil. 

We  also  lament  the  fact,  that  notwithstanding  the  stringent  Indian 
liquor  law  now  in  force,  the  In>iians  are  able  to  procure  large  quantities  of 
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liquor,  in  various  parts  of  the  country,  thus  pntailing  luucli  suffering;  and 
trouble  in  many  ways. 

8.  Your  (yi).iiinitteo  reconiinond  tiuit  a  strong  proliihition  pai-agrapli 
be  insert(ul  in  the  pastoral  address  to  our  societies,  and  that  our  ministers 
be  advised  to  keep  this  subject  of  prohibition  pro  ninently  before  their 
(congregations. 

!).  God  is  on  our  side  ;  right  shall  triuni[>li  over  selfishness  and  part) 
interests;  the  great  incubus  of  this  ungodly  tratlic  must  be  removed  fioni 
the  coniDierce  of  our  nation,  and  thus  the  strc^am  of  social  and  national 
life  be  j)urified. 

We  pledge  ourselves  to  this  end,  and  must  wage  this  great  conflict 
until  the  monster  vice  of  intemperance  is  consigned  to  eternal  oblivion.

1  have  pleasure  in  again  presenting  to  the  Hoard  the  Annual  Exhibit 
of  the  state  of  the  Fund. 

Although  the  ])ast  year  has  been  one  of  great  stringency  in  money 
matters,  the  income  of  the  Fund  has  been  sufticient  to  meet  tiie  claims  of 
the  ye,'\r,  and  to  pay  off  the  balance  against  tiie  Fund,  with  whiclithe  yeai- 
was  commenced. 

The  amounts  apportioned  to  the  several  Districts  have  iieen  paid,  witli 
comparatively  trifling  exceptions,  and  the  claimants  have  received  their 
full  allowances. 
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I  am  soiTV,  however,  to  say  tliat  (|\iitf  a  nuinhcr  of  our  most  poorly 
jiiiid  ministers  liave  l)eeii  conipcllcci  to  make  up  doficiences  wliicli  sliould 
liiivf-  been  paid  by  their  Circuits  ;  Imt  so  willingly  has  this  heen  done,  in 
olicdienee  to  the  law  of  the  t'liurrh.  that  in  very  fiw  instances  have  I  heard 
any  complaint 

Tlie  estimates  for  the  LCiininj,'  yeai'  have  lieen  very  carefully  made,  and 
I  venture,  with  gome  hesitation,  to  ••ecornmend  that  the  percentage  he  no 
jii^rher  tlian  6/  ,  the  Kau)e  as  last  year,  althongli  that  may  leave  a  small 
ilctlciency  agfi,inst  the  Fusid. 

The  coming  year  will  he  a  trying  one.  arising  from  several  cau.ses.  The 
■nuount  of  assessable  income  has  not  materially  increase<^..  The  number 
u\'  iidditional  clainniuts  is  greater  than  usual,  and  their  claims  exception- 
ally heavy.  There  will  probably  be  a  falling  oil'  in  the  Interest  account, 
as  we  will  have  to  make  a  change  in  the  securities  of  a  considerable  amount 
of  our  Investments,  and  the  interest  has  IjeeTi  very  closely  collected.

On  this  tield  he  was  in 
labors  more  abiuulant,  |)reaching  two  or  three  times  every  Sabbath,  and  over- 
exerting hinxself  during  the  week  in  the  erection  of  a  new  ])arsonago.  His 
energy  far  exceeded  the  strength  of  his  constitution  and  he  tmdoubtedlj-  has- 
tened his  end  by  excessive  mtiiiual  liibor.  coupled  with  an.\ioty  for  the  welfare  ol 
his  w<irk.  He  was  seized  with  an  attack  of  pleurisy,  which  he  considered  ot 
little  im])ortiince,  and  kejit  on  with  his  work  until  he  was  compelled  to  seek 
njedreal  advice,  when  the  doctor  at  (Jiice  directed  him  to  rest  for  at  least  six 
months.  Courses  of  medicine,  chiinge  of  tliiuate,  and  careful  nursing  were  all 
tried,  but  in  vain,  although  at  times  his  case  seemed  more  hopeful.  He  became 
unconscious  six  days  before  his  death,  and  in  that  state  passed  away  to  the 
F'ather's  house  above.  It  seems  hard  to  realize  that  a  life  which  promised  so 
much  of  usefulness  in  the  cause  of  ('lirisl  should  terudnate  i^'er  the  zenith  was 
reacheil.  He  had  for  some  time  bicn  laying  [dans  foi  the  imia'ovement  of  his 
mind,  whereby  he  might  become  more  useful  in  the  work  which  he  so  dearly 
loved,  but  it  was  otherwise  ordered,  ivmindiiig  us 
'■  Man  proposes,  but  <!od  dis|>oses.'  Brother  Hem 
spiiit,  of  det'p  piety,  an  able  e\))ouiiiler  of  (i 
zealous  aiul  siuc(!ssful  ill  soul  saving,  ready  and  forcefu 
ileeply  interested  in  the  cause  of  'I'emperain'e  reform,  among  the  workers  of 
whiih  he  oci  iipied  .i  foremost  pliice. 

His  funeral  was  largely  attended  by  iie()ple  of  the  neighborhood,  togetlur 
witii  several  friends  from  a  distance,  and  all  but  two  of  the  ministerial  brethren 
on  tlii^  District  were  present,  and  took  part  in  the  service  held  in  the  Centrevillc 
Methodist  cliuich.

other  Conferences,  with  a  view  to  securing  their  services  for  these  par- 
ticular Stations,  without  due  consideration  l)eing  given  t)  the  convenience 
or  comfort  of  ministers  and  their  families  now  in  the  field,  or  to  such  an 
arrangoinent  of  the  Stations  as  would  ensure  the  most  efficient  administra- 
tion of  District  and  Conference  work  ;  therefore, 

Resdivec/, — That  while  we  have,  on  this  occasion,  complied  as  far  as 
liossible  with  the  expressed  wishes  of  the  Circuits  concerned,  we  desire  to 
kindly  point  out  to  the  esteemed  brethren  composing  the  (j>uarterly  Otti- 
oiul  Boards,  tliat  in  so  small  a  Conference  as  ours  the  pursuance  of  the 
course  above  referred  to  cannot  fail  to  cause  serious  eml)arrassn)ent  to 
the  Stationing  (,'ommittee,  lessen  the  elliciency  of  our  Chiu'ch  as  a  whole, 
iiiid  disturb,  to  some  extent,  the  present  state  of  good  feeling  and  mutual 
(■oi:li(lence  so  happily  existing  betw(  en  ministers  and  people  and  nmung 
the  various  Circuits  and  Mi>sions  of  our  Conference.

K.  Starr,  seconded  by  N.  Shakespeare,   Ks(i., 
Whereas  l)y  an  Act  passed  by  the  l^irlianuMit  of  Canada,  entitled  "  An 

.•\(t    respecting    the    Union    of    cei-tain    Methodist    (!hurclies"    (47     Vii'. 

('luvp.   lOfi), 
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Tlie  Union  agreeJ  to  on  the  fifth  day  of  Soptember,  1883,  by  the  four 
followiuu;  Chiirclics,  viz  : — Tlie  Metliodist  Cliui-fh  of  Ciiuada,  the  Primitive 
M"thodist  Cliurcii  of  Cunada,  the  Methodist  Kpiscopal  Oiiurch  of  Canada, 
and  the  Bible  Cliristiau  Church  of  Canada,  was  duly  ratified,  and  the  said 
Clmrcl»es  incorporated  under  the  name  of  "  The  Methodist  Ciiurcli." 

And  wliereas,  at  the  second  session  of  tlie  fourth  Parliament  of  tlie 
Province  of  British  Columbia,  an  Act  was  passed,  entitled  "  An  Act  re- 
specting; the  Union  of  certain  Mi^thouist  Churches  in  Canada,"  the  purpose 
of  the  said  Act  bijing  "  to  ratify  and  confirm  the  said  Union,  and  to  vest 
in  tlie  said  Metliodist  Church,  all  the  property  in  the  Province  of  B-itish 
(Columbia  aforesaid,  now  vested  or  held  in  trust  for  each  of  the  said 
denominations  or  Churches,  upon  sucli  trusts,  or  for  such  purposes  as  may 
be  declared  in  the  said  Act  of  Incorporation,  and  to  confer  upon  the  said 
Church  such  further  powers  as  may  be  re<jui8ite. 

An<l  whereas,  the  said  Act  passed  by  the  Parliament  of  the  Province 
of  British  Columbia,  in  some  of  its  provisions  comes  into  conflict  with  the 
powers  conferred  upon  the  Metliodist  Church  by  the  said  Act  of  Incorpora- 
tion, and  in  particular  enacts  that  all  lands  acquired  or  held  under  it  "  shall 
be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Religious  Institutions  Ordinance,  1869." 

Resolved,  therefore, — That  the  President  of  the  Conference,  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Conference,  and  the  Ex-President  of  the  Conference,  be,  and 
are  hereby  appointed  a  deputation  to  wait  upon  the  Attorney  General, 
and  the  Executive  of  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  British  Colum- 
bia, for  the  purpose  of  representing  to  them  the  desirability  of  having  the 
provision  regarding  the  Religious  Institutions  Act  eliminated,  and  the  said 
Provincial  Act  made  to  harmonize  in  its  provisions,  with  the  Act  passed 
by  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  and  contained  in  the  Discipline  of  the  Metli 
odi.st  Church. 

Hk  Jksuits'  Estatk  Aot. 

Moved  by  the  Hav.  J.  E.  Starr,  seconded  by  Rev.  T.  Crosby, 

Whereas  the  members  of  the  British  Columbia  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Church  have  the  conviction  that  the  Order  known  as  The  So 
ciety  of  Jesus  is  an  alien,  secret,  and  ])olitico-religiousbody,  the  existence 
of  which  is  totally  at  variance  with  the  institutions  of  a  free  State,  be 
it  therefore 

7?W()//-f(/,  — That  we  protest  againpt  and  condemn  the  incorporation  of 
the  Order  known  as  The  Society  of  Jesus  by  the  Legislature  uf  the  Prov 
ince  of  Quebec,  in  1887,  as  being  subversive  of  national  life,  and  opposed 
to  civil  and  religious  liberty  and  equality,  the  lieritage  of  every  British 
subject. 

2.  That  we  emphatically  condein  the  Act  passed  at  the  recent  session 
of  the  Legislature  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  entitled  "  An  Act  respect 
ing  the  .settlement  of  the  .Jesuits'  Estates." 

First,  because  it  endows  from  public  funds  a  religious  organization, 
thereljy  violating  the  undoubted  constitutional  principle  of  the  complete 
separation  of  Church  and  State. 

Second,  because  it  recognizes  the  usurpation  of  a  riglit  by  a  foreign 
authority,  viz.,  His  Holiness  the  Pope,  to  liecome  an  arbiter  in  matters 
jiertaining  to  provincial  legislation :  and 
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Tliirtl,  because  the  endowment  of  the  said  Society  of  Jesus,  the  expul- 
sion of  whicli  from  every  civilized  country  wherein  it  has  found  a  foot- 
hold, has  l)eon  necessitated  by  its  intolerant  and  mischievous  intermeddling 
with  the  functions  of  civil  government,  is  fraught  with  danger  to  the  civil 
1111(1  religious  liberties  of  the  people  of  (Canada. 

■K  That  we  indignantly  resent  the  action  of  the  said  Legislature  of  the 
i'lovince  of  (^ueljec,  in  recognizing  the  usurpation  of  the  right  of  the  Pope 
ot  liome  to  interfere  in  the  administration  of  our  internal  and  civil  affairs, 
ivi;ai(ling  such  action  as  derogatory  to  our  system  of  government,  and  an 
insult  to  our  Sovereign  Lady  the  Queen. 

1.  That  we  unhesitatingly  condemn  the  Federal  (xovernment,  not  only 
for  the  unseemly  haste  which  they  displayed  in  advising  His  Excellency 
the  (lovernorGreneral  to  allow  the  Bill  respecting  the  settlement  of  the 
Jesuits'  Estates,  thereby  thwarting  the  people's  right  to  petition,  but  also 
for  not  advising  His  Excellency,  on  the  grounds  of  public  polity,  to  dis- 
allow the  said  Bill. 

That  while  we  desire  to  place  on  record  our  hearty  appreciation  of 
the  stand  taken  by  the  Toronto  Mail  and  Montreal  Witnexs,  and  also  of 
the  course  pursued  by  the  thirteen  memliers  who,  rising  superior  to  party 
allegiance,  manfully  announced  themseh  es  as  being  on  the  aide  of  principle, 
at  the  same  time,  we  deprecate  the  spectacle  presented  upon  the  floor  ot
